RENT  ACT,  19^7  - 

During  the  year  an  application  for  the  revocation  of  a  Certificat 
of  Disrepair  was  made  by  tlie  owners  of  one  property.  It  was  found 
that  all  the  necessary  repairs  had  not  been  carried  out  and  the 
application  was  refused. 
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IMPROVSM-ENT  GR/!^NTS  - 

Applications  for  grants  for  improvement  of  private  dwellings  have 
been  dealt  with  jointly  by  the  Public  Health  and  Architect’s 
Departments  as  in  previous  years .  During  the  year  Discretionary 
grants  were  approved  for  13  houses  to  a  total  of  £4?364.  Standard 

grants  v;ere  approved  for  13  houses  to  a  total  of  £1,711. 

It  is  obvious  that  full  advantage  is  not  being  taken  of  the 
improvement  grant  system  by  the  public.  Vvliether  this  is  because  of 

lack  of  knov/ledge  of  the  facts  or  an  attitude  of  apathy  is  not  known. 

The  fact  remains  however,  that  many  good  houses  in  the  district  could 
be  improved  and  that  all  possible  encouragement  should  be  given  to 
householders.  This  in  effect  would  help  the  housing  position  in  the 
district  by  providing  a  pool  of  good  houses  provided  with  all  modern 
amenities . 

BUILDING  BYELAWS  - 

The  examination  of  all  plans  submitted  under  the  Building  Byelaws, 
preparation  of  reports  to  the  Planning  Committee,  and  subsequent 
inspection  of  work  in  progress,  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  during  the  year,  248  plans  were  dealt  with. 

CESSPOOL  AND  PRIVY  EMPTYING  - 

The  one  cesspool  emptier  operated  by  a  crew  of  two  men  was 
workine:  to  capacity  throughout  the  year;  in  all,  1  ,325  loads  were 
taken  from  1,211  domestic  cesspools  and  privies;  and  165  loads  of 
sludge  were  removed  from  the  Council’s  Sev/age  Disposal  Plants  on  17 
Housing  Estates. 

The  standard  of  sewage  effluent  from  some  of  the  various  plants 
was  not  good,  as  reported  upon  by  the  Pollutions  Officer  of  the  River 
Board  and  your  Housing  Officer  together  with  your  Architect  are 
working  to  eleminate  any  defects  to  v/hich  may  be  attributed  such  low 
standard . 

Once  more  the  cesspool  emptier  contents  disposal  problem  has 
reared  its  ugly  but  not  unfamiliar  face  and  shows  no  improvement , 

The  new'  legislation  coming  into  operation  with  regard  to  the  pollution 
of  waterways  must  mean  an  uns;]/mpathetic  response  from  the  River 
Boards,  unless  a  purified  effluent  is  produced  v/hieh  I  think  means 
that  a  disposal  system  shoulCLbem.arried  .in  some  way  with  the  existing 
Council’s  sewage  disposal  plants.  It  is  no  exageration  to  state 
that  without  such  disposal  points  the  whole  system  of  collection  and 
disposal  during  the  winter  months  could  become  a  major  public  health 
problem.  Already  it  is  not  unusual  for  people  to  be  waiting  for 
cesspools  to  be  emptied  for  periods  of  three  weeks  or  more. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  ATO  DISPOSAL  - 


A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  over 
practically  the  whole  of  the  district,  and  twice  weekly  collection  for al 
three-quarters  of  the  year  from  the  Agricultural  Camp  at  Fridayhridge 
The  service  is  operated  hy  a  crew  of  two  men  with  one  vehicle . 

During  the  year  approximately  2,184  tons  of  refuse  were  collected 
and  disposed  of. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  refuse  was  disposed  of  in  the 
V/ishech  Borough  tip  at  Mouse  Drove ,  Guyhirne  •  For  the  remainder 
of  the  year  the  pit  at  Plash  Drove,  Wishech  St.  Mary  was  utilized 
"by  the  two  Councils,  In  the  middle  of  the  year  a  new  John  Deere 
Lanz  tractor/hulldozer  caterpillar  was  brought  into  use  on  this 
tip,  its  function,  to  properly  control  tipping  the  refuse.  On 
completion  of  tipping  at  Plash  Drove,  the  vehicle  will  be  ■ 
transferred  to  the  operations  on  the  Wisbech  Canal. 

The  existing  collection  area  was  again  increased  during  the 
year ,  ^  Each  increase  however,  makes  itself  increasingly  felt  and 
when  it  is  realised  that  together  with  refuse  collection,  a  salvage 
system  is  operated,  it  can  be  appreciated  how  well  the  refuse 
collectors  do  their  job , 

POOD  - 


There  was  no  change  in  regard  to  food  premises  generally, 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  and  those  used  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  Milk. 


All  food  premises  in  the  district  were  inspected  and  occupiers 
were  requested  to  give  attention  to  contraventions  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulat;Lo;. is  . 

Samples  of  Ice  Cream  of  the  *softee’  ,  tjq)e  were  taken  during 
the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  samples 
were  found  satisfactory.

All  meat  in  the  Gorefield  slaughterhouse 
is  inspected  and  a  pleasant  degree  of  co-operation  is  forthcoming  from 
the  occupier. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960  - 


Licences  for  sites  for  single  caravans  were  issued  in  respect  of 
6  caravans.  A  licence  was  also  issued  for  a  site  of  tv/elve 
caravans  at  Sutton  Road,  Leverington,  subject  to  the  Conditions 
set  out  in  the  Model  Standards  for  such  caravan  sites. 

RODENT  CONTROL  - 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  noted  that  a  phenomenal 
upsurge  in  the  rat  population  had  oc cured,  by  some  guirk  the 
balance  of  nature  had  been  upset,  this  condition  applied  equally 
to  the  whole  East  Anglian  area.  In  December  a  Sub-Committee  v/as 
set  up  by  the  Council  to  investigate  steps  to  be  taken  to  deal  with 
the  problem,  at  the  same  time  plans  were  laid  to  deal  v/ith  rats  in 
the  Wisbech  Canal. 

Under  existing  arrangements  a  part-time  operator  deals  regularly 
with  Council  property  including  tips  and  sewage  plants.  Advice 
and  instruction  are  given  to  the  public  by  the  department 
necessitated  either  through  complaint  or  if  found  during  routine 
inspections  of  property.
